Those who heard Bishop Sherman’s appeal on Sunday 
for the anniversary fund of $40,000 to place the finances of 
Calgary diocese on a sound basis must have been impressed 
with the earnestness of his appeal. Coming to this diocese 
from Eastern Canada eighteen months ago, he has stimu¬ 
lated energy in church life in a remarkable way.

As Bishop Sherman stated on Sunday to the thousands 
who packed the Arena at Calgary, and thousands who 
listened in on the radio, “It is YOUR job.”
